those criticisms have not at the same time tried to understand 
what the aims and objects of the party in power have been ah 
these years. It has been made clear time and again that om 
Government is committed to the policy of building up a wel- 
fare State in this country, and whatever steps are taken 
whatever policy is implemented, we have got to judge from 
that point of view. 


Only yesterday we read in the newspapers that the expecta- 
tion of life in this coimtry has risen by six years. In 1941,. 
it was considered that the expectation of life was 26 and 
something ; today after the census of 1951 has been r nalysed 
it has been found that it is more than 82 years. Now, what 
is it that this thing shows ? Does it not indicate that the 
measures that have been taken by the Central Government 
and the different State Governments have been responsible 
for raising this expectation of life in the country. And yet, 
hon. Members take pains to show that nothing has been done 
between these years for improving the health conditions of 
the people in our country. I am really surprised at this 
.and I fail to understand the logic of their arguments. Again 
it is said that only 41% of the budget estimates are allotted 
for the nation-building departments. This is true, but is 
it not an improvement upon what had been allotted before?. 
Last year it was 38% ; this year it is 41%. 


Hon. Members have feomplained that the cash balances are - 
practicjdly nil.

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because many of the departments which were giving us a good 
source of income, for instance, railways, posts an telegraphs, 
customs, etc. have been taken away from us. We have 
therefore a right to expect that the Central Government will 
make up for the loss that we have had to incinr on that account. 
Besides* according to the Five-Year Plan the Central Govern- 
ment has committed itself to giving us help that is necessary 
for its implementation. Hon. Leader of the Opposition said 
that the Five-Year Plan cannot be a success because there 
is no co-operation from the public. I do not know which 
part of the State he referred to when he made that statement ; 
but I can speak from my own experience of my district which 
vs granted a community project. There and in other parts of 
the district, people have come forward giving very .enthusias- 
tic support to the plan. Where wells have been estimated to 
be dug at a cost of Rs. 3,600 by the P.W.D., people have dug 
just at the cost of Rs. 200 to Rs. 700. In my own taluk of 
Raichur, 13 wells have been dug by the people at the cost of 
Rs. 200 to Rs. 750. That means the rest of the money that 
has been estimated by the Government has been met by the 
people in the form of labour, materials and other things. 
What does this signify ? Does this mean that the people do 
not ^ive co-operation at all ? Certainly, not. In the Com- 
mumty Project area, 40 school-buildings are going to be 
constructed by the Government with the co-operation of the 
people. It is estimated that the people will contribute one- 
third of the total estimate; but I am sure taking the enthusiasm 
shown by the people in the rest of the district into considera- 
tion there will be greater contribution made by the people. 
To*say, in these circumstances that there is no eo-operaticm on 
the part of the public to implement the Five-Year Plain is ,tp 
say something that cannot stand the test of examination. , 

Again, some hon. Members have thought it necessary at 
this time to qriticise the education policy of the Government. 
The;jr have said that the basic education is a fad and that 
when esmmined it is found to be useless and has not give^n 
any good result. One hon. Member even went to the ex‘eht

introduces c^ it t6 shOw gross ignorance of 
-Uray . in ifrhich Isadc odheatfeh hi hlnctionihg. I can quote 
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chapter and verse from different authorities on education but 
I am afraid I will take a very long time if I were to do so. I 
shall therefore just read out a line or two from the report of 
the Secondary Education Commission which had been appoint- 
ed by the Central Government. I must in this connection say 
that no system of education whether it is basic education or 
any other system, can be said to be final. A certain system 
of education is introduced just at a certain periodof the history 
of 'the country taking into consideration the requirements of 
the times. The basic education is found to be best suited 
for the country in the situation in which we have been placed 
at the present time. Our coimtry, as members are aware, is a 
rurrl country and we live mostly in villages and if we 
want that our children in the villages should be educated, 
it is necessary that om children should take their education 
which centres roimd some vocation. Hence it is for that the 
basic system of education has been introduced. 

I do not know whether the hon. Member who made the 
criticism did so because it emnated from the followers of the 
cult of non-violence, because I find that those who made the 
criticism against the basic system of education are people 
who are worshippers of violence. Great educationists 
have sAd that education and violence cannot go together. 
It i‘j the very essence of education that the cult of non-violence 
should be inculcated and should be encouraged and so it was 
that the apostle of non-violence, the Father of the Nation, 
gave this system of education to our country which has been 
appreciated and applauded not only by the educationists of 
otm own cormtry but also by the educationists of other coun- 
tries. I will not refer to the opinions given by the other 
people abroad. This is the latest report that we have got on 
the secondary eclucation in our country. This Secondary 
Education Coinmission has studied the whole problem of 
education in this country from all points and has come to the 
conclusion that certain things are quite necessary for our 
children to develop. Here, at page 25 of the report, it is said : 

“Amongst the qualities which should be cultivated 
for this purpose are discipline, co-operation, social sensitiveness 
and tolerance ” . 


They go on to^ show further on how it is necessary that 
the vocational efficiency of the students has got to be improved 
very nmch. On page 27, they say : 
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“ So far as the second major element in our national 
situation is concerned, we must concentrate on increasing the 
productive or technical and vocational efficiency of our stu- 
dents. This is not merely a matter of creating a new attitude 
to work an attitude that implies an appreciation of the dignity 
of all work, however ‘ lowly ’, a realisation that self-fulfihnent 
and national prosperity are only possible through work in 
which every one must participate and a conviction that when 
our educated men take any piece of work in hand they will 
try to complete it as efficiently and artistically as their powers 
permit ” . 

So it is that the creative instincts in our children have got 
to be developed. They have got to be roused and developed 
further. It is not necessary that all the crafts and all the a^ts 
that we can think of should be presented to them,. It is 
enough even if one craft or if one art is there. Because in 
our coimtry next to agiiculture Weaving istheEural Industry 
which feeds the largest number of people. Generally Weaving 
and Spinning are introduced as a craft in schools rotmd which 
the education of the children is centred. There was a time 
when much stress was being laid on the Three R ’s- reading, 
writing and arthematic ; but now the three H ’s, are gaining 
importance, viz., the heart, the hand and the head. The 
basic system of education does not completely discard literary 
education. As a matter of fact, equal importance is given to 
it and yet one hon. Member said it is cluld labour. Well 
he appears to have studied laws on labour but misunderstood 
them. To dub a craft or an art taught to a child between the 
ages of 7 and 14 as child labour is, I suppose, something far- 
fetched. 

I must congratulate the hon. Finance Minister and the 
Government for having taken immediate and speedy action 
when there were floods in the Godavari and when there was 
a famine in Marathwada and Karnataka areas. People 
were given immediate succour and the i^gour of the suffer- 
' ittgs of , the people was mitigated to a ^eat extent, Bu*:, 
in this connection, I would -Hke to say that when certain re- 
lief works were imdertaken imder the Famine Code, people 
were given wages according to the Famine Code. This Code 
'is m existence for the past thirty yeaips or more. Probably 
; ' ^ days when the Faipine Code was put on the statute 

>l^k, it "VFas considered sufiSoient to give a subsistance wage 
;'4j^5or6arnasadayj bnttpjiay to say that, wage would be suf- 
' is- not to understand the ^tuation that is obtaining. 
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I have seen in my own district when famine relief works were 
started both husband and wife, who worked from morning to 
evenii^, got only 11 annas O.S. for their labour. How can 
we expect a family consisting of a husband and wife and two 
or three children to fill their bellies and carry on their life 
with only 11 annas O.S. a day ? When this matter was re- 
presented to the Government, it took shelter under the Act. 
When I suggested that the Famine Code should be modified, 
I was told that it was not necessary, because there are rules 
to do it. I am unable to understand all this. (When the 
difficulties are placed before the Government, shelter is taken 
under the Act. 


I would now like to speak about the Rajulibanda Division 
Scheme which is under construction. Practically more than 
half the work is over and now for the last two years there 
is a slackening of the work. We are told that there is one vil- 
lage on the other side of the Timgabhadra river, which 
is part of the Andhra State. The village will be submerged, if 
the Anicut is. completed. Since there has not been any 
understanding between the Andhra Government and our 
Government on the amount of compensation to be paid the 
work has slackened. I do not know why our Government 
should be putting off this matter for such a long time. 41 
miles of the total length of 62 miles of the canal has already 
been completed. More than half the anicut is over just for 
the task of settling this simple problem of giving compensa- 
tion to the people of one village oh the other side of the rivet, 
the whole work is held up and the people of Raichur district, 
especially Raichur and Alampur taluks, are not being given 
the benefit of the money spent on this work by Government. 
I would request the Government, especially the P.W.D. Mi- 
lafeter to take immediate and necessary steps to see that this 
hsaadicap. is, removed and the work done very soon so that wi^ 
tii«,c<Hnmencement of the rainy s^son this year, water may be 
ikit iido canal and the people wotdd get the benefit.

[Mr. Deputy Speaker in the Chair]

Shri K. B. Veeraswamy ( Kalvakurty-Reserved ) : Mt. 
Speaker, Sir, I do not want to tread the beaten track as other 
comrades of mine have done, calling the budget ‘ a Jagirdar 
Budget ’ or ‘ a Capitalist Budget ’ or other names. I do not 
want .to give it titles before I examine the budget from certain 
•cauons of financial propriety. Therefore, I wish to put before 
the Assembly certain criteria for judging the budget. 


First of all, we should see whether the Budget presents 
any financial stability and financial soundness, whether the 
budget is leading to greater production and giving to the 
people greater purchasing power. We should also see whether 
it is creating new demands on the people and whether it is 
going -to raise the standard of liying of the people. We have 
to judge the budget from these angles before we offer our 
criticisms. As the time given to me is very short— it is only 
15 minutes — will not be in a position to criticise or even 
analyse a single aspect of the budget. Therefore, I want to 
ccflofine ihyself to two criteria which Ihave already placed before 
the House and fropon which I want to judge the budget* 


• We have to see ^e financial stability of the budget. Even 
last year, we knew, -there, was a deficit in the budget. It 
was to the tune of 1.52 crores. Even how on Revenue Account 


we have a deficit of about 1,06 crores ; in the Capital Account 
have got,, some deficit. Wo have got an. over 7 a 4 l 
bf nearly 2^ crores in the present budget. I^o^ 
'r which have been presented- In 
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this House have got a tradition of deficit in them. If we 
proceed further, we can see the further instability in the 
Budget, i.e., there is about Rs. 16.6 crores deficit under thp 
head ‘ Planning ’. Of course, democratic planning is not for 
the immediate present, but for the future. Even if we judge 
it from the future point of view we see that the Planning 
budget has got a deficit of Rs. 16.6 crores. If we look at 
the cash balances, we see — it is given somewhere — 'that it is 
8 . 3 crores and xrltimately if we subtract it from the balances 
which we have to get from the London Banks it comes to 
about Rs. 1^ crores. Thus, the cash balances are dwindl.ng. 
Even the reserves are only about 52 . 8 crores. Soon after the 
police Action, the reserves were something like 110 crores. 
We do not know what has happened to that Rs. 110 crores. 
Now, hardly four years after the Police Action we see that 
it has dwindled down to about half the amount. No reasons 
seem to have been stated in the Assembly for the dwindling 
of these reserves. Perhaps most of the Members of this 
Assembly are not aware of the fact that we had a reserve of 
nearly Rs. 110 crores. From these angles of financial ins- 
tability we can say that the budget has not got the soundness 
which it ought to have. 


Coming to the various aspects of - the Budget, as hon. 
Members know, ours is a growing, and an expanding economy 
and as such we should not be afraid of any deficit in our budget. 
Even the budget of the Central Government has a deficit 
to the extent of about 26 crores. Deficit in a budget is not 
a defect in itself. We are in an era of planned economy with 
so many national extension schemes, developmental schemas 
and social service schemes. We have to see in the circum- 
stances whether the resources of the State are being properly 
husbanded and resourles as are properly spent on these various 
schemes and whether the expenditure on the top-heavy admi.- 
nistration has been lessened to any appreciable extent. Judged 
from these angles, we come to the conclusion that the budget, 
defidt as it is, not promising in that no benefits- are confdred 
on fhe conamon man. Though we are spending lots of money 
* 'oh capital expenditure, developmental expenditure andsoci^ 
services, the money spent has not gone to; the advantage ^ ' 
■^e poor. man. His purchasing power has not increased in 
•' l|ny way. ’ . „ • ' ■ ' -■ ' , ' 


' Analjrsi^ the various aspect^ of our budget, many of the 
* Members have criticised the budget but they have not 
a position to pOtoj.Ottt hpw the deficit could be made- 
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good. I would like to take up the sales-tax collections in this 
context. Last year we expected about Rs. 3 crores of realisa- 
tions through the sales-tax but the Government were not in 
a position to collect that much. About 50 lakhs deficit they 
got last year. Even now, the same thing seems to have been 
repeated. We know without sales-tax we will not be in a 
position to meet out deficit in the budget. In Madras, before it 
%as divided, it Was having a sales tax of 22 crores of rupees. 
No doubt it was developed gradually in the course of about 
16 to 16 years. But here in Hyderabad, we were having already 
sales-tax on luxuries, but, in spite of our experience for the 
thr^ years, it ii really very strange that we are not in a 
position to have a good sales tax income. What then are the 
ipeasons that go to give us this deficit ? If we analyse the 
deficiencies or defects in the sales-tax, administration we will 
to know the truth about it. We have got a sates-tax 
■feezed or modelled upon the Madras Sales-Tax Act : it is a 
Biulti-point sales-tax ; wher^s we are administrating it on the 
IBombay Sales-tax n^el, i.e., single-point. That is, we have 
gdt a multi-point sales-tax, whereas the administration is 
<i!fe^e-p«»ntt sfdei-tax. Theare is that anomaly. 


M we jppopc^fy control -die sales-tax department and had the 
<«B(les-tftX d^wartment been properly functioning. I think we 
W«idd have got something more than 8 crores. There aue 
IBany leakages in the administrcstion : as I said, we have got 
m^ti-point sales-tax but the adminKtration is single-point 
tax based t^n the Bombay model.

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sources are being contracted. Therefore, if we do not mobi- 
lise our own resources they will dwindle in no time and we 
will be faced with a big gap and the administration may have 
to come to a standstill. Therefore, I warn the Government 
that if the present system of sales tax administration were to 
continue there will be not only dwindlmg of the present sales- 
tax collections but a time may come when on account of the 
several lacunae in the sptem there may be very huge defi- 
cit. Another point I wish to bring to the notice of the Fi- 
nance Minister in this connection is that many a person taxed 
by the authorities goes to the higher officers in the depart- 
ment for tax remission. People go and approach higher au- 
thorities and say* you should exempt us this time, next time 
we will pay’ Many remissions in the sales-tax are taking 
place at the higher level and the hon. Finance Minister shoidd 
try to know about this. We should not exempt anybody 
from sales tax because sales-tax, I feel is the only source left 
to Us to fill up our gap for the expanding economy. 


Now coming to the anti-corruption department, an anti- 
corruption Committee has been set up by the Government 
sometime ago. Its report is perhaps in the offiing. The 
report has not yet come before the House. But one thing I 
am going to tell is that any report, if it is not implemented, is 
not going to do good for anybody, whether for the Members 
of the House or the general public. The report that may be 
submitted by the Committee shoffid be implemented in all 
seriousness. The general opinion of the public with regard to 
•comiption in the various departments is that people eat but 
they do not do any work. They say “at least in the past 
regime people indulged in corruption but they did this duty to 
the people, “but now they say they find even in this: democratic 
fSet, upj “governmental authorities and officers .eat enough of 
mon^ and indulge in corruption but^ do not do an iota of 
work which the former officials were doing.” they say this, not 
tnth a view to criticise, but in all earnestness and that is the 
summum bonum of the opinion of the , general public that 
ih^e people eat but do not do a-^y work, 'Therefore, we have to 

, ‘rObt dut^s corruption even , by, ruthless means hecau^webave 

to evolve a kind of honesty and integrity among the officers. 

, If the officers are »iot honesty nothing could be (mne. Ministers 
;, ;>t 11 evolve policy and if the policies of the Government are 
‘ j;not properly implemeniid'by offi©^, ^e ^tire Govem- 
: ihentalmachinery wffi come. to a standstill and the work^of the 
iilfe s u f fe rs. , measures mUst be 

leitted and whdem, "be guilty must be punished. 
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In this connection I wish to submit to the House that the 
rules governing the properties of the officials must be imple- 
mented. It may be strange if I say that if the property 
regulations concerning the officers are not properly imple- 
mented, we may not be afraid about deficits. We can get 
more than 15 to 20 crores from the pockets of these officials. 
I do not mean any official in particular but if the Government 
looks into the matter and implement the property regulations, 
I think it can easily confiscate so much hoarded properties of 
these officials and get enough money for their administration. 
What I mean to say is that there should be proper check on 
the officers and with proper check corruption can be brought 
this down and greater work can be obtained. 


In a certain paragraph of the budget I find that the Govern- 
ment is intending to open a paper mill. When they had 
a paper mill already they transferred it to some people on the 
ground of inability to run it, where does the necessity arise 
now to open another paper mill. I am unable to understand 
this contradiction in the budget. 


Another feature I find in the budget is the allotment made 
to the Harijans. As a matter of fact, the Harijans are nearly 
34 lakhs of people. But what is the provision kept for them? 
10 lakhs . At what percentage does this work out ? When 
this, is the attitude shown to the Harijans, the down trodden 
classes of the country, by the Government, one could easily 
conceive what' is the deficiency- in the budget and whether 
the budget as framed would inspire in the common man any 
confidence about his amelioration. In Madras before it 
was undivided, it aUottesd about 104 lakhs for the Harijan 
welfare and even now I see in the present budget of the divided 
Madras State the same amount being allotted. Even the 
Andhra State which has recently come into being also: set 
apart a separate fund for the Harijan welfare, nearly 50 lakhs 
of rupees. Cannot we do that much in our State ? When the 
Hazakar; Govemmnt whom we replaced could gove one crore 
of rupees, how is it., that our own democratic and popular 
Government could not allot a better provision in the budget 
for the down trbdden people. ' . . ; < ;

Mr. Deputy Speaker : Time is ov^. 


Ri Veeramamui I shall finish in a minute dr tw:o'» 
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Social Service Department. That department has not got any 
workt o do except this work. The money is merely spent on 
the administration and all the money is being spent on the 
officials. There is no other provision left for them. Last 
year some amount was provided for the Social Sevrice Depart- 
ment ; but I have to say with consternation that scandals have 
taken place in that department. I request the hon. Finance 
Minister to institute a commission of enquiry into the depart- 
ment and see how the amount allotted has been spent. When 
the amount has been set apart, as we are told, for sinking 
wells and acquiring house-sites and constructing houses for the 
harijans, I have to say that hardly few wells have been dug, 
few houses conr. tructed and few house-sites acquired. We do not 
know how this amount of 6.86 lakhs has been spent. When 
the Backward Classes Commission visited Hyderabad, I have 
submitted a i eport about the state of affairs obtaining in the 
Social Service Department before that Commission. 


Another point I wish to submit is about the leakages' in 
the Excise Department. In 1952 there were somewhere about 
83 lakhs fall in the excise revenue and this year somewhere 
about 93 lakhs of rupees. Some people may say that this is 
due to the felling of Sendhi and other trees year by year. As 
a matter of fact I would say that the reasons for the declining 
revenue under excise is not that Sendhi trees are felled, but 
because the amount is simply being eaten away by most of 
the lower officers in the Excise Department. The hon. Finance 
•Minister will do well to institute a commission to enquire into 
• this matter also to find out how far there is a deficiency or 
fall in the excise duties and the reasons for it. 

I will now deal with the Community Projects. During the 
course of 3 years, more than 50 to 60 lakhs of rapees have been 
spent. Overnight schemes are evolved and executed. K is real- 
ly un-understandable how schemes are evolved in this fashion. 
If we go into this matter also, we wUl find that there are 
leakages taking place. Now, Hyderabad has been allotted 
46 Blocks and ip. future we wiH be spending 822 lakhs of rupees
